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In the entertainment world, it is an 
accepted fact that the title of “Dean 
Of American Music” belongs to Paul 
Whiteman, and Kay Kyser is a re- 
nown professor in the “College of Musi- 
eal Knowledge”. Yet, the Who’s Who 
in music would be far from complete if 
the name of Buddy Deane, Station 
WJZ-TV, Baltimore, Maryland, were to 
be omitted. This high flyer has set the 
Bastern seaboard afire with his winning 
ways, his spinning ways and to be sure 
his grinning ways.

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A TIN PAN ALLEY STORY 


Composer-arranger-conductor Jimmy 
Carroll is one of the most successful 
citizens of Tin Pan Alley. Jimmy, who 
wrote the Columbia Record hit, “The 
Lady Is You”, is also one of the top 
arrangers in the business. A few of the 
dise hits for which he’s done the ar- 
rangement are: Mitch Miller’s “Yellow 
Rose Of Texas”, Rosemary Clooney’s 
“Come On-A My House”, Frankie 
Laine’s “High Noon” and Jill Corey’s 
“IT Love My Baby”. He has created 
sparkling orchestrations for such names 
as Vic Damone, Patti Page, Harry 
James, Guy Mitchell, Johnnie Ray and 
Dinah Washington. 

Yet, Jimmy might never have made 
music his career if an Italian professor 
of music hadn’t needed a shave and a 
haircut! It all happened in Auburn, 
N.Y., where 8-year-old Jimmy (born 
Giacomo Luigi Caruana of New York 
City’s East Side), his mother, father and 
six brothers and sisters had moved in 
the hectic days following World War I. 
The most popular barber in the grape- 
rich Finger Lakes district of New York 
State, Jimmy’s father nursed one am- 
bition — for his son, Giacomo, to be- 
come a musician. 

But money was scarce in those days 
and lessons seemed out of the question. 
Then one day a music professor from 
Rome turned up in Auburn to lead the 
city’s Italian band. Barber Caruana lov- 
ed music. Professor Nicosea was badly 
in need of a haircut and a shave. The 
result was a deal whereby the Pro- 
fessor would give young Giacomo les- 
sons in return for haircuts and shaves 
on the house. 

Jimmie studied his music well. At the 
age of 10 he was playing hot solos on 


the clarinet with Mike Almerto’s jazz 


band. While still in high school, Jimmy 
organized his own band and played at 
local amusement parks and for college 
dances at nearby Cornell, Colgate and 
Syracuse. His first attempt at arrang- 
ing was when he transcribed. Jimmy 
Dorsey’s alto sax part from Paul White- 
man’s recording of “Sensation Stomp” 
He was not content with the clarinet 
alone, but soon became expert on the 
trumpet, the piano and the sax. His 
sizzling alto sax riffs on “The Lady Is 
You” and the flip side, “Again” are all 
the more sensational because prior to 
cutting the record, Jimmy hadn’t touch- 
ed a sax in five years! 


After attending Eastman School of 
Music in Rochester, with such future 
celebrities as Mitch Miller and Goddard 
Lieberson (currently Columbia Records 
chief), Jimmy headed for New York. 
There he soon found work doing ar- 
rangements for the Ford radio shows 
as well as Hal Kemp, Vaughn Monroe 
and Harry James. Later, he played sax 


and did arrangements at New York’s. 


Hotel Astor and joined Decca Records 
as an arranger. His rep for unusual 
and exciting orchestral sounds kept 
growing until top celebrities and band- 
leaders were after him to do arrange- 
ments for them. 


Not long ago, Jimmy turned down 
the offer of a job as AGR director of 
one of the nation’s biggest record com- 
panies. “I wanted to devote more time 
to composing,” explains Jimmy Carroll. 
“Strangely enough, it only takes a few 
minutes to dream up the basic notes for 
a song — but it takes many hours to 
arrange it. I’d like to concentrate on 
actually creating the melodies for a- 
while.” J

Prodigies come and go in this world.

Last year Joey Alfidi made history 
at Carnegie Hall, and for this feat his 
name and background were written into 
the Encyclopedia Brittanica as the 
World’s youngest conductor ever to 
appear on a podium. He conducted 
Beethoven’s 5th Symphony, Hayden’s 
Symphony 94 in G major, the William 
Tell Overture, and the Marriage of 
Figaro. 


All in all, this young man has ac- 
complished in his eight years what 
many a man would consider a success in 
a lifetime. Joey Alfidi is just starting 
on his career and you can be sure you'll 
be hearing a great deal more about this 
musical dynamo in the years to come.
